Stephenson “‘Evidence’’ 
Boxes Yield Checks 
and Bank Books. 


AUTOGRAPHS OF MEN

Indianapolis, Ind., July 25 (A.P.).— 
The contents of D. C. Stephenson’s 
black boxes, which he has said will sub- 
stantiate his charges of political cor- 
ruption in Indiana, today were spread 
before the eyes of William H. Remy, 
Marion County prosecutor, and his 
special assistants, who have been in- 
vestigating the alleged irregular rela- 
tionship between the former Ku Klux 
Klan leader and certain public officials 
and politicians.

is serving a life term in Indiana State 
prison at Michigan City. Johnson 
brought them to Indianapolis today and 
they were opened at Remy’s home.

THIEVES GET PORTRAITS 


Five Miniatures Done by 
Workers Who Used Mag- 
nifying Glasses. 


VALUE IS INCALCULABLE 


New York, July 25 (A.P.).—Five sev- 
enteenth century miniature portraits on 
ivory, described as of incalculable 
value, have been stolen from a show- 
case in the Metropolitan Museum of 
Art, it became known tonight. The 
theft was discovered July 19. 

Since the theft, it was learned, de- 
tectives have visited the shops of deal- 
ers and the galleries of well-known col- 
lectors in saerch for the treasures. 

The miniatures, portraits of four 
women and a man, members of the 
English nobility of the period, were 
the work of seventeenth century mas- 
ters who worked with magnifying 
glasses. The gold frames were of the 
finest workmanship, while the diamonds 
which surrounded each frame were 
perfectly matched. 

Museum directors said it was ap- 
parent the thief or thieves were intent 
only on stealing the miniatures, prob- 
ably using a skeleton key to open the 
case and a screwdriver or “jimmy” to 
loosen the miniatures, which were 
fastened inside the showcase. 

The guard who usually stands near 
the showcase was ill on the night of 
July 18 and was not replaced.

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FRENCH DEBT PACT DEAD, 
ANDRE TARDIEU ASSERTS 


Government Will Never Con- 
sent to 62 Years of Pay- 
ments, He Says. 


PREDICTS NEW ACCORD 


(Associated Press.) 

The Mellon-Berenger debt agreement 
between the United States and France 
is as good as “dead” in the opinion 
of Andre Tardieu, French high com- 
missioner to this country during the 
World War and subsequently member 
of Poincaire’s cabinet. He predicted 
a new one would have to be negotiated 
if the debt were to be finally liqui- 
dated. 

In an interview published in the 
current sisue of the Nation’s Business 
Magazine, he insisted that France re- 
gards the debt as a part of America’s 
contribution to the war, adding that 
“no French government will ever take 
the responsibility of binding France 
for 62 years” of debt payments. 

“Our people would never under- 
stand, our parliament would never ap- 
prove,” he declared. “The debt agree- 
ment is dead.” 

Tardieu analyzed the cause of mis- 
understanding between the United 
States and France and placed large 
share of the blame upon America’s 
“wonderful assurance that you alone 
know what is right.” This assurance 
was based upon worship of “worldly 
goods,” he said, and that Americans 
easily forgot that European conditions 
are so different, that America’s creed 
of success is inapplicable across the 
Atlantic. 

He contended France’s error has been 
conduct of her policies with too much 
sentimentality and “knowing that 
Americans respect success, the French

RS-1, Army Blimp, Will Visit

Two great Army dirigibles, the RS-1 
and the TC-5, are scheduled to leave 
Washington today after a brief rest in 
the Capital, on their way North. The 
RS-1, biggest of Army dirigibles, is due 
at Bolling Field at 9 o’clock this morn- 
ing, and is expected to take off several 
hours later.

Woodstock, Va., July 25.—A robber 
band of two men and two women were 
hiding away-in the Great North Moun- 
tains, 25 miles from here, late to- 
night, while a posse of 50 men, mostly 
mountaineers, and a pack of blood- 
hounds, were slowly closing in on 
them.

The other man, 
said by police to be Cecil Wilson, re- 
mained at the wheel of the automo- 
bile in which the band made its get- 
away. 

Dellinger, according to information 
given the authorities, was recently 
paroled from a Federal] penitentiary 
after serving part of a sentence for 
stealing jewelry from the mails while 
employed in the postal service. He 
was captured in a iox-car after he 
had escaped from the police in Balti- 
more. He is the son of Paul Dellinger, 
of Shenandoah County. 

Wilson also is said to be wanted in 
Washington on a charge of embezzle- 
ment. 

The quartet fled into the mountains 
on foot after their machine, which 
bore a District of Columbia license 
tag, had stalled for lack of water, near 
Wardensville, W. Va., a few miles 
across the State border.

DAZED, FLIER LANDS 
AFTER FIGHTING FIRE 
IN FALLING AIRPLANE 


Champion Ship, After 
Record, Plunges From 
Indicated 7 Miles. 


BAROGRAPH RECORDS 
37,000-FOOT ALTITUDE 


Loses Consciousness in Rare 
Atmosphere, Then Battles 
Four Blazes. 


Semiconscious through lack of oxy- 
gen, Lieut. Carleton C. Champion, jr., 
navy filer, following disablement of his 
plane motor at an indicated altitude of 
47,000 feet above Bolling Field yester- 
day, fell fighting against fire breaking 
out in the ship, and effected a safe 
landing in a corn field near Anacostia 
Bridge. 

He took off early in the day to break 
the altitude record for land planes of 
40,820 feet, set by the Frenchman, Cal- 
lizo, and was rising at an indicated 
47,000 feet when two cylinder heads in 
his motor blew off. Parts of the broken 
motor were hurled past him into the 
cockpit, tearing pieces from the plane 
wings and falling far and wide. Frag- 
ments were found at Hoover Field, a 
mile away. 

While attempting to locate the trou- 
ble in his engine the oxygen tube was 
forced from his mouth, causing him to 
lose consciousness in the rarified at- 
mosphere. Awakening in a semicoma, 
he found the plane was afire and fall- 
ing. He blindly groped for the lost 
tube and found it in the cockpit. 


Fought Four Fires. 

Righting his plane, he went into a 
series of sideslips and dives to blow 
out the flames, but the strain of these 
maneuvers, it is believed, further tore 
up the engine. 

Half conscious, he again set his plane 
right and glided onto a small corn- 
field. He fought four fires on the way 
down. 

When ambulances arrived at the 
scene the officer coolly was inspecting 
the battered plane.

Woman, on Party, Drowns 
As Good Swimmers Watch 


Broker and Friend, on Yacht, Failed to Plunge to Aid 
of Guest, Coroner’s Jury Is Told— Fearing 
Publicity, They Did Not Call for Help. 


Seattle, July 25 (A.P.).—F. Creigh 
Nelson, wealthy Seattle broker, refused 
to testify when called as a witness 
here tonight in an inquest into the 
death of Miss Violet Maude Payne, 
music teacher, who mysteriously disap- 
peared from Nelson’s yacht early last 
Wednesday. 

Release of Nelson, who with three 
others was arrested last night and held 
on an open charge in connection with 
Miss Payne’s death, was ordered by 
Superior Judge James Kinney upon 
posting of bail of $20,000. 

A report holding that the death of 
Miss Payne was accidental was return- 
ed tonight’ by the coroner’s jury. 

The male members of the party were 
declared by the coroner’s jury to be 


“cowards and morally responsible” for. 


the girl’s death, but the jurors found 
no evidence which, in their opinion, 
warranted criminal action. 

The death of the 34-year-old music 
teacher occurred after a party on the 
yacht at which drinks were served, the 
witnesses admitted, : 

Nelson, E. E. Barrington, Mrs. Winona 
Gorman and Capt. A. F. Bell, of the 
yacht, were arrested last night as the 
result of the finding Saturday of Miss 
Payne’s body floating near the yacht, 


which was moored at the yacht club’s 
dock. 

The arrests followed a statement of 
Barrington to police that the four con- 
spired to cover up Miss Payne’s death. 

Bell and Mrs. Gorman testified at the 
inquest that all the four participants 
in the party had been drinking; that 
Miss Payne fell into the water and was 
drowned. 

After an autopsy Saturday, physicians 
said they found virtually- no water in 
Miss Payne’s lungs. : 

An amazing story of how little was 
done to save the woman from drown- 
ing, although Barrington, Nelson and 
Bell all saw her struggling in the water, 
was related by the latter to the coro- 
ner’s jury. 

Barrington, according to Bell, jumped 
into the water, clung to a.piling, and 
“felt around” for Miss Payne, but the 
others—-Bell, Nelson and Mrs. Gorman— 
stood on the deck of the yacht and. 
watched the music teacher sink to her 
death. 

At one point in his testimony Bell 
said he “didn’t know” why he and Nel- 
son failed to plunge into the water in 
an effort to rescue the woman. Both 
are good swimmers. Later in his testi- 
mony, the yacht skipper said, it was 
probably from “fear of publicity” that. 
they did not call for help.

SUBWAY OTRIKE HINGES 
ON CONFERENCES TODAY 


New York Is Preparing for 
Any Emergencies in Case 
of a Tie-Up. 


TIME LIMIT NEARS. END 


New York, July 25 (A.P.).—Virtually 
certain of a strike that will to some 
extent cripple subway and elevated 
lines transporting about 2,500,000 per- 
sons daily, the principals in New York’s 
railways dispute—the public, the com- 
panies and the employes—prepared to- 
day for eventualities. 

The Interborough Rapid Transit Co. 
and the Brooklyn-Manhattan Transit 
Co. began preparation for the siege by 
bringing in substitutes for the men 
who have threatened to strike. More 
than 500 men reported brought from 
Pittsburgh, Philadelphia, Washington 
and Albany were quartered in company 
yards. 

The public, through city officials, 
took steps to insure a peaceful strike 
and substitute transportation. All po- 
lice vacations were stopped and ar- 
rangements were made for handling 
emergencies. 

Meanwhile union leaders continued 
their efforts to enroll more men in 
their ofganization, the Amalgamated 
Association of Street and Electric Rail- 
way Employes. This union is affiliated 
with the American Federation of Labor, 
but is not recognized by the transit 
companies, who have what is described 
as a “company union.” Besides recog- 
nition of the Amalgamated Association, 
the employes demand arbitration of all 
disputes. 

The transit company officials, who 
have refused to meet the representa- 
tives of the employes, have said the 
number of employes belonging to the 
Amalgamated Association is too small 
to cause a serious strike. 

The situation turns on two meetings 
scheduled for tomorrow. Officers of 
the Amalgamated Association Saturday 
sent the transit heads an ultimatum, 
demanding a reply before 5 o’clock to- 
morrow evening. If the answer is not 
on hand when the employes assemble 
at that time, the strike will be put to 
a vote. Prior to that, however, there 
will be a meeting arranged by Mayor 


Walker, acting as mediator. The tran- 
sient heads are reported to have agreed 
to meet with the mayor and there is 
no doubt that the Amalgamated Asso- 
ciation representatives will be on hand.

Cavalieri charged that her hus- 
band had abandoned her and had re- 
fused her entreaties to resume married 
life together. 


Lina Cavalieri and Lucien Muratore 
were married in France in 1914, the 
noted. soprano following her husband 
into army service and becoming a nurse 
in a military hospital at Rome. She 
was famed for her beauty of form and 


features as well as her voice.

28 dispatches stated that a suit had

FRE COMPINY HEAD. 
ES IN TRPLE CRASH 
OF HURTLING AUTOS 


Lieut Gallahan Killed 
When Car Hits Speed- 
ing Truck. 


MACHINE PURSUED 
BY LIQUOR SQUAD 


Glances From Hose Cart to 
Hit Another Vehicle Injur- 
ing Two Women. 


Lieut. Samuel L. Gallahan, merttor- 
ous service man of the Fire Department, 
was instantly killed when an alleged 
rum-running automobile, hurtling over 
the Bladensburg road pursued by the 
police “flying squadron” crashed into 
the hose cart of Engine Co. No. 26, at 
Queen's Chapel road early this morme- 
ing. 

Glancing off after striking the fre 
truck, the car, in which later were 
found 180 gallons of alleged liquor, hit 
another car driven by Mrs. Rebecca 
Haines, colored, and her two passengers, 
Katie Castor, colored, 49, of 5001 Lee 
street northeast, and Louise Brown, cole 
ored, 48 years old, of 241 Fifty-seventh 
street northeast, were severely injured. 

Following the crash, Casper Heck, 31 
years old, of 321 Fourteenth street 
northeast, said to have been one of the 
occupants of the alleged rum-running 
car, was arrested. His companion, how- 
ever, leaped from the car as soon as it 
was forced to a stop by the collision and 
made his escape into the woods. 

Persued by Police Car. 


According to Sergt. George Little, 
commander of the pursuing police car, 
the rum-runner was going at a speed of 
about 65 miles an hour when it struck 
the fire apparatus. His car had been 
pursuing the other for half a dozen 
miles before the fatal accident brought 
it toa halt, Little said. 

Lieut. Gallahan, who lived at 527 
Harvard street northwest, was in com- 
mand of the engine company, which 
had been called out to extinguish @ 
blaze in the woods héar Queens Chapel 
and Blandensburg roads. The horse 
cart upon which he was riding had 
pulled up to the side of the 
Bladensburg road while most of 
its crew went into the woods in search 
of the fire. A little later they were call- 
ed back to the truck, which, driven by 
Walter J. Brubacker, of 521 Third street 
northeast, started to make a left hand 
turn into Queens Chapel road. 


Body Thrown 100 Feet. 


Then the meteor-like moving rum- 
runner dashed into sight. Lieut. Gal- 
lahan was standing on the left running 
board of the hose cart, directing the 
movements of the truck. The -rum- 
running car crashed into the side of the 
truck, just a few feet behind where the 
lieutenant was standing. He was 
thrown nearly 100 feet by the force of 
the collision, and when his body was 
found later it was bady crushed, and 
his skull had been fractured. 

Brubacker, when he felt the impact, 
made a tight grip of the wheel, and 
thus saved himself from being thrown 
from the cart. 

The car containing the three colored 
women was being driven down the 
Bladensburg road in the direction op- 
posite to that in which the bootlegger’s 
car was moving, and had reached @& 
point nearly opposite the truck when 
the collission occurred. The rum-run- 
ning car swerved off from the truck 
and hit the smaller car head-on. 

The car.in which the flying squed- 
ron was pursuing the rum-runner was 
driven by George Deyoe, and, in addi- 
tion to Sergt. Little, carried Leo Mur- 
ray, Walter Schultz, and Theodore 
Montgomery. 


Pursuers Nearing Car. 


Police had been on the lookout for 
the runner coming in from Maryland 
and had picked up a car at Twentieth 
street and Benning road, where the 
chase started. With the police in close 
pursuit, the alleged runner dashed 
through the streets of the northeast 
section, following Benning road to Fif- 
teenth street, thence into Gales street, 
and circling back through Fifteenth 
and H streets, again headed for Mary- 
land. At the time of the crash the 
police were scarce a block behind the 
fleeing car. 

Dead Man Leaves Family, 


Lieut. Gallahan was married and left 
two children. Deputy Fire Chief C, W. 
Nicholson, in whose command he was 
serving at the time of the tragedy, at 
an early hour this morning went to his 
home to break to the family the hews 
of his death. 

The officer had risen steadily from 
the ranks of the Fire Department, and 
his record bears frequent testimony to 
tlae heroism with which he had con- 
ducted himself. He was cited for his 
courage’ at the scene of the Knicker- 
bocker disaster, and frequently since 
then has brought from Chief George 8. 
Watson and other officials commenda- 
tion of his conduct. ' 
The officer,. together with the two 
colored women hurt, were brought to 
Casualty Hospital. The officer was pro- 
nounced dead upon arrival.

| The real fight on this measure falls | 
next year.

FAILURE TO OBSERVE 
FIRE ENGINE RULES 
IMPERILS AUTOIOTO 


Capital Motorists Held Among 
Most Flagrant Violators 
in the Country. 


SHOULD PULL TO SIDE 
OF STREET, THEN STOP 


Following Apparatus Often 
Delays Other Trucks and 
Causes Crashes. 


District motorists have the unenviable 
reputation, it was disclosed yesterday, 
of being among the most flagrant viola- 
tors of the regulations governing the 
movement of fire apparatus in the 
United States. 

This condition, it is explained, either 
proceeds from rank willfulness on the 
part of the motorists or ignorance. The 
purpose of this article is to explain this 
simple regulation to motorists so that 
they will understand it unmistakably, 
and to impress upon them the neces- 
sity of obeying it at all times and un- 
der all circumstances. It may be added 
further that it is earnestly hoped that 
motorists will not forget the regulation 
or their duty to observe it. The arti- 
cle’s ambition would be not only to cor- 
rect the flagrant violations that now 
occur, but to erase forever this demerit 
mark which now stands opposite the 
name of the District motorist. 

First let the regulation be stated: 

“A vehicle, upon the approach of fire 
apparatus, shall immediately draw near 
to and parallel with the curb, and stop.” 

It would be well for many motorists 
to read this again, and observe what it 
says about drawing near to the curb. 


Traffic Lights Flash. 


This certainly does not mean that 
the motorist may stop in the middle 
of an intersection, as many of them 
now do. It means, in effect, that the 
motorist shall clear the intersection 
when he hears the siren of a piece of 
fire apparatus, draw as near as possible 
to the right curb, stop, and remain 
there until, not only this piece of ap- 
paratus, but every piece which is to 
follow it, passes. Then the motorist 
may resume. 

There is another thing in connection 
with the movement of fire apparatus 
which many motorists apparently are 
ignorant of, and that ig that the traffic 
signal lights are used as signals of the 
approach of fire apparatus. Motorists 
are specifically informed of this in the 
following words: 

‘Upon the approach of fire apparatus 
the automatic traffic signal lights 
flash alternately amber and red.” 

Still many motorists have been 
known to remark that the lights were 
“crazy.” The lights are not “crazy” in 
such instances. The) are trying hon- 
estly and desperately to convey to the 
motorists the information that fire ap- 
paratus is approaching, and to remind 
them that it is their duty by law to 
clear the intersection, draw near to the 
curb, stop, and remain there until the 
lights r..ume the‘r normal function. 
The lights resume normal as soon as al! 
apparatus has passed. 

“et many motorists will stop in the 
middle of the intersection, and gaze up 
at the lights in mute wonder. They 
could do few things worse. 

Fire Engines Followed. 

Another regulation flagrantly violated 
by District motorists is the one re- 
quiring that motorists shall not follow 
fire apparatus closer than one city 
block away. 

This point, however, deserves a great 
deal more attention and emphasis. One 
of the worst habits local motorists have, 
according to police, is to follow fire ap- 
paratus. Local motorists are notorious 
for this offense. 

Inspector E. W. Brown, 
the Traffic Bureau, declares that two 
years ago, at a big lumber-yard fire in 
Georgetwon, curious motorists, attract- 
ed by the fire, crowded streets adjacent 
to the lumber yard so badly that the 
chief could not get within several 
blocks of the fire, and a great many 
pieces of fire apparatus had to despair 
and turn back because of the jam of 
automobiles that actually reached the 
proportions of a sea of vehicles. 

All of these motorists, Inspector 
Brown said, had they received their 
due, would have ‘been corralled and ar- 
rested. They were flagrant violators of 
the law. They not-only created a con- 
dition dangerous to themselves, as every 
traffic jam is, but they blocked the ef- 
forts of the Fire Department to put out 


And they did all this solely hbe- 
cause of an inane, senseless curiosity to 
see a fire. 

Yet the occurrence is repeated still at 
every .big fire, according to Inspector 
Brown 

Apparatus Held Up. 

He declares that it is almost impos- 
sible for him to reach a large fire. By 
the time the report reaches him, and 
he reaches the scene, curious motorists 
and thrill seekers have jammed the vi- 
cinity for blocks away. And in every 
case, every motorist in the automobile 
jam is a violator of the law and liable 
to arrest and fine. 

An interesting story in this connec- 
tion was told at the Traffic Bureau 
yesterday by a policeman. Not long 
ago, he said, an automobile caught on 
fire in the vicinity of Grant Circle. 
There was a general hysteria, as is 
usual, the people in the home of the 
owner of the car becoming particularly 
excited. The policeman, being nearby, 
ran to the car, saw that only the in-

some one in th? house to “cancel that 
alarm.” But it was too late. Very soon 
the siren was heard, and the first piece

Safety Hint. 


Do not’'be in so great a hurry as 
to risk an accident. That is a good 
rule to follow, and the motorist 
probably would be surprised to know 
the time that motorists in the Dis- 
frict as a whole would have saved 
last year if they had all followed 
that rule. 

For instance, there were more 
than 6,000 accidents in Washington 
last year. An accident usually in- 
volves two persons, and often two 
motorists. Aside from the expense 
and trouble, the motorist, trying to 
gain a second, frequently lost the 
use of his car for several days. This 
does not consider the impaired 
value of the car. But what is more, 
every accident holds up a great 
number of other motorists, causes 
jams, annoyance, trouble, and cre- 
ates dangerous situations. Reason 
teaches, therefore, that it is better 
to forego the second.

But they do more. They create a 
traffic menace and danger, and dan-. 
gerous traffic situations are the one 
thing that must be contested most un- 
relentingly. Traffic jams are highly 


———— 


productive of fatalities, injuries and 
property damage, and they are espe- 
cially dangerous when the attraction 
is a fire. It would be impossible for 
them to be more useless than through 
such a cause. 

In fact, the malpractice of District 
motorists in disregarding either will- 
fully or through ignorance, the traffic 
regulations respecting the movement of 
fire apparatus has created a very dan- 
gerous situation here, one that must be 
corrected. It has resulted in accidents 
that have caused deaths, injuries and 
property damage, every one of which 
has been shameful because of the use- 
lessness of it. 


Lives Are Endangered. 


But it would be a bad reflection on 
the intelligence of local motorists that 
such a condition would have to be cor- 
rected through wholesale arrests. It 
ought to be possible to correct the con- 
détion by cooperation on the part of 
the motorist. By no means is it so 
necessary for a motorist to see a fire 
that he can not help put out thet he 
should endanger the life of himself and 
others, and obstruct the efforts of the 
Fire Department to put out the fire, just 
in order to see it. He should obey the 
law. It is just and altogether reason- 
able. 

Inspector Brown says that local mo- 
torists should form a habit of driving 
in the other direction after all the fire 
apparatus has passed. Of course, the 
motorist can judge for himself when 
all the apparatus has passed by re- 
maining a reasonable length of time. 

Only yesterday several pieces of fire 
apparatus were rushing full speed down 
Thirteenth street, and although sev- 
eral motorists pulled over to the right 
curb and stopped, several others pulled 
over to the right and crept along 
slowly. This is another flagrant of- 
fense. The regulation says stop—not 
slow down. To continue to move, how- 
every slowly, is likely to result in an 


accident, with fire apparatus rushing | 


past. 

The American Automobile Associa- 
tion has issued a strong pronounce- 
ment against the disregard of regula- 
tions governing the movement of fire 
apparatus by local motorists. And they 
have appealed to the 12,600 members of 
the association here to set an example 
for the rest bv obeying the regulations 
implicitly.

MEXICO SAID TO HAVE 
FREEDOM OF WORSHIP 


Small Group Determined to 


Seize Foreigners’ Oil 
Lands, Is Charge. 


Durham, N. H., July 25 (A.P.).—The 
United States by its recent acts in 
Nicaragua has caused “a trusting and 
friendly people in a sister republic to 
view our actions with fear, distrust 
and hatred,” Thomas P. Maffatt, for- 
mer member of the mixed claims com- 
mission in Nicaragua, declared today. 
Speaking at the opening session of the 
Latin-American relations conference at 


the University of New Hampshire re- 
viewed relations with Nicaragua since 
1909. 

The American people have “soiled 
their hands by dipping them in the 
polluted -waters of commercialized 
diplomacy,” he said. The recent battle 
between United States marines and 
Nicaraguans, he asserted, represented 
“the cost in human lives of an at- 
tempt to maintain our will on a weak 
nation and maintain in power a mi- 
nority government.” 

Dr. Adolphe de Castro, editor of the 
Week in Mexico, said that perfect free- 
dom of worship existed in Mexico and 
Isaac J. Cox, head of the history de- 
partment at Northwestern University, 
said that the Mexicans were “a people 
of much. promise, notwithstanding 
many obvious handicaps.” 


Taxes Were Imposed, 


He said that registration of ministers, 
with information as to church property, 
was considered necessary because in the 
case of the Protestants and Jews, who 
owned their property in fee simple, cer- 
tain taxes were imposed. 

“If it is property claimed by the 
Catholic Church,” he adds, “which has 
taken its holdings without paying for 
them and frequently without a shadow 
of a grant, such properties require an 
entirely different treatment. These 
properties—it has been declared by 
Benito Juarez in 1875—are properties of 
the nation. Catholic priests may per- 
form all the functions of their religion 
in the church of the government, but 
having no legal rights to these proper- 
ties, they can not alienate them with- 
out the consent of the government of 
Mexico.” 

Guy Stevens, of New York, director 
of the Association of Producers of 
Petroleum in Mexico, tonight pictured 
Mexico as a land ruled by the sovereign 
will of one man, or at most, a ‘“‘small 
group of individuals,” bent on confis- 
cating hundreds of millions of dollars 
worth of American property. Mr. 
Stevens discussed the problem of “un- 
derstanding the Mexican situation” in 
an address before the conference, 


Propaganda Flood in U, 8. 


‘Although the facts of the Mexican 
Situation “are quite simple,” declared 
Mr. Stevens, the United States 
been flooded with pro-Mexican gov- 
ernment propaganda,” of which “in- 
accuracy or deliberate distortion is the 
Outstanding characteristic.” 

Quoting former Secretary of State 
Hughes to the effect that the Mexican 
government is seeking to confiscate the 
properties of Americans on a great 
scale, Mr. Stevens said “‘the very enorm- 
ity of the thing makes it incompre- 
hensible to one whose natural tendency 
is to judge governmental acts by 
American standards.” 

“If we are going to acquiesce to the 
confiscation of American owned prop- 
erties by the Mexican government,” he 
declared, “let us consent to it as a mat- 
ter of generosity and grace. Let us not 
permit the Mexican government to do 
t and believe it has succeeded in fool- 
ing us about the facts,” 

Declaring that the present govern- 
ment has brought Mexico on the verge 
of economic ruin, he said no possible 
good could come to the Mexican people 
through the confiscation of foreign- 
owned properties. 


Marines’ Activities Called 
Atrocious by Carter Glass 


Richmond, July 25 (A.P.).—“Atro- 
clous” was the word used by United 
States Senator Carter Glass today to 
characterize the activity of American 
Marines in Nicaragua. 

Not having “the cards” before him, 
the senator said that he did not care 
to criticise the administration, but 
from reports of the affair the Govern- 
ment’s policy in the Nicaraguan mud- 
dle deserved condemnation. 

He expressed the opinion that the 
avaricious business leaders of America 
would be glad to see President Coolidge 
given a third term. 


Warner Urges Flying 
Boats for Commerce 


Necessity of stimulating development 
of commercial aviation in this country 
relative to employment of fiying boats 
was emphasized yesterday by Acting 
Secretary of the Navy Warner in the 
hope that the United States might 
compete with countries of Europe. 

Recalling that construction of com- 
mercial flying boats had been virtually 
dormant here while progressing by 
“leaps and bounds in Europe,” he sug- 
gested that airplane manufacturers of 
the United States should gwaken to the 
possibilities of this craft in commerce.

London, July 25 (A.P.).—The Prince 
of Wales, who is bound for Canada on 
the steamship Empress of Australia, vis- 
ited the ship’s gymnasium soon after 
the steamer left Southampton. Wales, 
mounting the electric horse, said: 
“This is what 1 shall enjoy most. It 
won't throw me.” 

Thoroughly enjoying the freedom 
from official duties, the Prince of Wales, 
his brother, Prince George; Premier and 
Mrs. Baldwin and the other members 
of his party, passed their first full day 
at sea under happy auspices. Wireless 
messages tell that the sea was calm, 
there was brilliant sunshine and the 
travelers mixed freely with other pas- 
engers in saloon and on deck. 

While crossing the channel, says the 
Daily Express correspondent in a dis- 
patch from Cherbourg, the Prince of 


,.Wales went into the steerage of the 


liner and talked with emigrants on 
their way to Canada. He asked a num- 
ber of them for what places they were 
bound. 

“I’ve seen that man in the movies,” 
said one boy to his companions as the 
prince left. 

The prince gave instructions that he 
be treated the same as other passengers 
and dined in the saloon with the others. 
He recognized a table steward who had 
served him in a London restaurant and 
recalled the acquaintanceship. 

He accosted Chief Engineer Leare, 
who had showed him the engines on 
the Empress of France during a former 
trip, and said, “Don’t forget I like en- 
gines and want to see these later.” 

The prince also spoke to the “four- 
foot bellboy,” Frank Vincent, reputed 
to be the smallest bellboy in the At- 
lantic service, saying smilingly, “Are 
you the manager?” Frank appreciated 
the joke, and confided to Wales that he 
hoped to be captain some day.” 

“You are to be my messenger,” said 
the prinae, “we will be great friends be- 
fore long.”

MRS. KINLEY TO STAY, 
IMMIGRATION RULING 


American Women Married to 
Foreigners Are Not to 
Be Excluded. 


(Associated Press.) 

No American-born woman who has 
technically lost her citizenship by rea- 
son of marriage to an alien is in real 
danger of exclusion from the United 
States under immigration laws, Assist- 
ant Secretary Husband of the Labor 
Department declared yesterday, in 
commenting on the case of Mrs. Peggy 
Hull Kinley, of Bennington, Kans. 

Mrs. Kinley, who married Capt. John 
C. Kinley, of the British army, said 
in New York Sunday that she feared 
exclusion when her visitor’s visa ex- 
pired August 15. 

“While the immigration law as it 
stands classified an American woman 
who marries a foreigner as an alien,” 
Mr. Husband said, “and thus necessi- 
tates the application.of immigration 
restrictions to her stays and depar- 
tures from this country, no American 
woman has as yet been deported from 
the United States on that ground, and, 
in my opinion, none ever will be. Mrs. 
Kinley has probably received one of 
the form notices to the effect that her 
visitor’s permit expires Augtst 15, but

dinand now rests under the soil at 
Curtea de Arges beside his ancestors. 
The body of the monarch was lowered 


into the cave today. 

Despite the fact that the body of the 
late sovereign was emaciated from his 
long illness and he had lost so much 
weight, it was noticed that the four 
pallbearers found the burden tco 
heavy. They staggered suddenly and, 
whether by his own instinct or because 
of prompting by Queen Marie, Prince 
Nicolas rushed forward and placed his 
shoulder under his father’s coffin. 

Scarcely had the prince done this 
when a gust of wind blew the cover 
from the king’s mantel onto the young 
prince’s head. Many Roumanians, who 
have a fatalistic superstition, immedi- 
ately interpreted the incident as an 
omen that some day Nicolas would wear 
his father’s crown. 

Although Ferdinand died a Catholic, 
his position as king made him ipso 
facto head of the National Church. 
Ecclesiastical customs, laws and prece- 
dence of the country required that the 
final burial service should be in the 
ritual of that church. The Orthodox 
Church is the National Church of Rou- 
mania, and the king was buried accord- 
ing to ‘ts rites. 

Gén. Averescu, former premier, and 
once bitterly opposed to Ionel Bratiano, 
the present premier, and unfriendly to- 
ward King Ferdinand, created a sensa- 
tion in parliament tonight by declaring 
fervent allegiance to Bratiano. The 
two men embraced ardently in the 
presence of 300 assembled senators. It 
was Averescu whom Bratiano succeeded 
in the premiership.

Bucharest, July 25 (A.P.).—King Fer- |. 
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One of the most dramatic moments 
at the funeral of King Ferdinand took 
place when Queen Marie, following the 
coffin into the little church, caught 
sight of her own prepared grave imme- 
diately next to that of her late hus- 
band. 

She first gazed tremblingly into the 
deep pit dug in the floor of the church 
for Ferdinand’s body and then, with a 
noticeable shudder of recoil, glanced at 
her own tomb, which the church and 
state authorities prepared long ago to 
receive her as the consort of the king. 

It was the most tense moment of the 
whole ceremony. A profound quiet 
gloom enveloped the church and those 
who were privileged to witness the 
ceremonies of entombment felt a sense 
of eternity. Beside the king's grave 1s 
the tomb of Carmen Sylvia, Queen Eliz- 
abeth—for whom Marie has often open- 
ly expressed dislike. 


Ropes Forgotten at Burial. 


King Ferdinand’s funeral, although 
carried out with magnificent precision 
and order, was marred at its elose by 
an incident which temporarily at least, 


made it impossible for the authorities 
to place the king’s body in the sepul- 
cher, 

At the supreme moment of actual in- 
terment of the body, when a profound 
hush had fallen over the little church 
and when Queen Marie, in her grief 
and physical exhaustion, seemed about 
to totter upon her husband's grave, it 
was suddenly discovered by the church 
authorities that the undertakers had 
forgotten to provide the customary 
ropes with which to lower the coffin 
into the grave. 

It was an intensely dramatic moment 
and undoubtedly gave acute pain to 
the queen. The time was too short 
and the occasion too embarrassing, 
however, to send to the town for rope 
and the authorities decided to lower 
the coffin after the royal family had 
left. 

The oversight produced a painful im- 


pression, but mercifully shortened the 


queen’s ordeal at the graveside. 

Berlin, July 25 (A.P.).—The Rou- 
manian Legation has issued a denial 
of a report said to have been published 
abroad of an alleged attempt on the 
life of the Roumanian Premier Lionel 
Bratiano.

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CRIMINAL AVIATION, 


Flying low between apartment houses in 
the Mount Pleasant section of the city, and per- 
forming dangerous stunts above busy suburban 
streets, an unidentified aviator struck terror 


_into the hearts of citizens Sunday afternoon. 


The fact that the law prohibits flying at an alti- 
tude of less than 1,000 feet over cities ap- 
parently meant nothing whatsoever to this fly- 
ing fool. Residents of the section were unable 
to distinguish the identification marks upon his 
plane, and when the police arrived on the 
scene the aviator had vanished. Since records 
at the service fields show that no Army or Navy 
craft was in the air at the time, it is certain 
that the plane was either a pleasure or com- 
mercial machine. This is all the information 
upon which authorities have available in their 
search for the offender. 

The wisdom of regulations prohibiting low 
flying of airplanes over thickly populated com- 
mufities has been time and 
again. Not ago an aviator 
swooped down beach in California, 
thinking only to startle the bathers, lost con- 
troL.of the machine, crashed, and crushed to 
death two little days ago a 
service ship got into difficulties near a crowded 
beach in New York, and a similar tragedy was 
averted only through the quick and courageous 
action of the pilot. Low flying is dangerous 
not.only to the populace but to the occupants 
of the machine, for only if the ship has con- 
siderable altitude can it be pulled out of emer- 
geneies to avoid a crash.

“MISPLACED OR MISLAID.” 


The Court of Appeals of New York has just 
rendered an opinion as to the legal meaning of 
a word, which may possibly serve as a prece- 
dent for jurists other States when called 
upon to interpret the meaning of an insurance 
poliey. not. The word 
thus judicially defined is ‘‘misplacement.”’ lt 
was included in a policy of insurance held by 
a bank in Troy, which was protected by that 
policy from loss through “larceny, robbery, 
burglarly, theft, holdup, misplacement or de- 
struction.’’

A customer of the bank left with one of the 
officials of the institution a paper which en- 
titled him to subscribe securities. 
The time to exercise the right expired on a 
certain date. When that day arrived the war- 
rant could not be found by the bank. It had 
been placed in a drawer and overlooked. 
When recovered it was too late to exercise the 
customer’s rights who, because of the fact of 
the -misplacement, suffered a loss of $1,400.

pany, basing its claim for reimbursement upon 
the clause of the policy which. guaranteed 
against loss through ‘‘misplacement.” 

The majority of the court holds that the 
company insured against ‘‘loss caused by a loss 
of a warrant through misplacement; it did 
not insure against a loss occasioned by mis- 
placement,’’ which to the lay mind might be 
considered a rather ambiguous ruling. Judge 
Crane in writing the opinion set forth that 
‘“th@ére is a great difference between a thing 
being mislaid which a diligent search will re- 
cover and a thing being gone where ordinary 
vigilance will not regain it.” As the first real 
search disclosed the hiding place of the missing 
paper there was no loss—of the thing insured. 

Judge Pound dissented from the majority 
and held that the warrant at the time it should 
have been sent to New York was “‘lost by mis- 
placement” within the meaning of the terms of 
the policy. 

OVERPRODUCTION OF PETROLEUM. 

The effort of the oil producers to obtain 
conservation of petroleum by agreement ap- 
pears to have broken down. Their appeal to 
Federal agencies was unavailing. The larger 
companies were unable to fix upon a mutually 
agré@eable plan. Operators in the Seminole 
fleld, where the greatest waste is now apparent, 
attempted to take helpful cooperative measures, 
Limited production was agreed upon by a vote 
of the minority of those at work in the field. 
Oklahoma authorities sought by State regula- 
tion’ to enforce the decision. An appeal has 
been taken to the courts, and overproduction 
continues. 

There may have been some fault which 
prevented cooperation. It is impossible to place 


the blame from the known facts. It is apparent, 


however, that an effort was made to prevent 
the reckless gushing of petroleum from the 
ground, and that failure resulted. The whole 
Nation is interested.

The remedy ‘for the situation lies in the 
hands of Congress.

It has been demonstrated that the 
existing agencies for conservation d@an not 
function. A way can be found to remedy this 
condition. It is a question in which virtually 
the entire population is interested. Allowing 
matters to remain as they ate would be danger- 
ously close to criminal negligence. 


THE SOFT COAL WAR. 


Production of bituminous coal for the first 
six months of the year shows an increase over 
the corresponding period in 1926. The strike 
in the soft coal industry began April 1, and in 
the following three months many of the mines 
in the union fields were closed down. The 
amount of coal mined since the strike is only 
slightly below figures for the same months a 
year ago. Increased output in the winter 
months accounts for the general gain. Prices 
have not advanced. Industries dependent on 
bituminous coal are getting all the supplies 
they need, 

So far as the public and business are con- 
cerned the strike has not been felt. Neverthe- 
less, virtually all of the mines in Pennsylvania 
have shut down. Midwestern operators have 
just announced that they intend to resume 
work in their shafts with nonunion labor. 
Machine guns are to be mounted at the col- 
lieries. When thousands of men are out of 
work and owners are unable to develop their 
properties except by resort to force there is a 
strike. / 

The beneficiaries in this situation are the 
nonunion operators of the Southern coal fields. 
They broke with the unions several years ago. 
The shutdown in other fields means money in 
their pockets. They are apparently able to 
keep up with the demand that now exists for 
bituminous coal. So long as they are, they 
will make more money than ever before, and 
the union miners will be deprived of their most 
effective weapon—public necessity for a settle- 
ment, 

The only sufferers, then, are the union 
miners and operators who have been employ- 
ing such labor. The employers say they can 
not compete with the nonunion mines while 
paying union wages. The workers can not live 
on strike benefits forever. Unless the owners 
or the workers are willing to compromise they 
will both reach a state of financial exhaustion. 
It is a costly and dangerous war, but one in 
which the public for once is not the victim, 


THE ST. LAWRENCE, 


Representatives of commercial organizations 
in nearly all the States of the Middle West 
have pressed for legislation looking to the 
creation of a deep channel from the Atlantic 
to the head of navigation on the Great Lakes, 
It has been urged and reiterated that only 
through better transportation facilities can the 
grain growers of the prairies hope to hold the 
European market, and that this better trans- 
portation can. only be secured through the 
canalization of the St. Lawrence and the ex- 
tension of the Welland and “Soo” Canals s0 
as to permit the passage of ocean-going 
freighters between European ports and Lake 
Superior. 

If the St. Lawrence is to be deepened so 
as to permit the passage of ocean freighters 
the work of harnessing the rapids of the river 
will result in the development of many hun- 
dred thousands of horsepower. The disposi- 
tion and use of this potential force has come 
to be something of a bone of contention be- 
tween the Government of the United States 
and that of the Dominion. There has been a 
great deal of correspondence between Secre- 
tary Kellogg and Prime Minister King in ef- 
forts to reach an understanding whereby the 
State Department might be enabled to sug- 
gest legislation designed to bring about the 
It was expected 
that Mr. Kellogg would be prepared to do this 
with the assembling of the new Congress. But 
Mr. King has advis Secretary Kellogg that 
while he shares with the American ‘Govern- 
ment the appreciation of the importance of 
the development of the St. Lawrence, there 
were important points of difference between 
the findings of the joint board of engineers. 
The prime minister desires more time in which 
to consider the recommendations and findings 
of the Canadian members of the joint board,

NEW YORK’S CHICKENS, 


In 1905 2,000 carloads of poultry were 
sufficient to supply the markets of New York 
City. But since the war the average Goth- 
amite has acquired such an appetite for chicken 
that the market now absorbs 1,000 carloads of 
poultry each month, worth $60,000,000 an- 
nually, which means that New Yorkers pay to 
the poultrymen $200,000 every market day 
of the year. 

The slaughter of this enormous flock of 
birds is carried on under strict regulations 
promulgated by the municipal authorities, and 
the privilege of maintaining a ‘poultry 
abattoir’ within the limits of Greater New 
York has come to have a very substantial 
value. The privileges have been farmed out 
to those having the proper pull, with the 
result that there has been much scandal in 
connection with poultry killing, and charges 
of extensive graft have been freely bandied 
about. 

In order to rid themselves of the odium at- 
taching to the past and present methods of 
handling their poultry needs the people of 
the City of New York called upon the Federal 
Bureau of Agricultural Economics. The bu- 


reau responded with an extensive ‘‘survey,” - 


which has developed the fact that besides 
hundreds of shippers distributed over 30 
States, 4 railroad companies, 2 poultry car 
companies and 23 commission men are re- 
quired to handle the business. In addition 
a live poultry carting company and 600 slaugh- 
terhouse men are employed. 

It is estimated that the total average cost 
of handling this vast flock is around $4,100,- 
000 per annum, of whieh about one-half is for 
buying and selling commissions. The survey 
further revealed that the present method of 
determining the market value of the con- 
signmeréz sent in is crude and unfair and 
It is 
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therefore recommended that a live poultry 
exchange, associated with a union terminal, 
would serve to stabilize the trade, reduce mar- 
keting costs, eliminate ‘“‘certain malpractices”’ 
and make possible the effective price reporting 
of actual sales and purchases by classes and 
grades. 

In the meantime the Bureau of Animal In- 
dustry is looking into the subject of diseases 
among poultry, so that it is quite probable 
that by the time New York City is ready to 
open its poultry exchange Congress may be 
called upon to extend the meat inspection law 
to embrace the slaughter and distribution of 
poultry. 


SERGT. YORK’'S TROUBLES. 


There was in the pre-Lindbergh days a 
hero who refused to capitalize his fame. 
Sergt. Alvin C. York was, according to Gen. 
Pershing, the outstanding hero.of the war. 
Had he wished he could have made a fortune. 
He refused to do this, and devoted his energies 
to the establishment of a school in the Ten- 
nessee mountains from which he came. It 
was a hard task. It was not as easy to 
get the money for this worthy purpose as it 
would have been had he wanted it.for him- 
self. The Nation, which would have endowed 
the man, could not visualize the need which 
was to him so real. 

The York project included a high school 
and an agricultural institute. Years of hard 
work brought him the buildings and equip- 
ment, but the same agency brought other 
troubles. There is dissension between York 
and his associates. He has removed the furni- 
ture and equipment from the high school in 
an effort. to retain title to them: Legal 
opinion is that the property belongs to the 
State, because of a charter granted by the 
General Assembly. 

The courts will be called upon to decide 
the issue. The Tennessee mountains are far 
from the rest of the world and little of what 
passes will become known. York may have to 
surrender all interest in what could not have 
been established except for his vision and self- 
sacrifice. If that proves to be the case, he 
may have cause to wonder at the spirit of a 
nation which made him a hero but forgot 
him when he sought to help his fellow men. 


SOUTHERN ILLINOIS PURGED. 


Law has replaced mob rule in southern IIli- 
nois. The conviction of Charles Birger and his 
associates marks the close of a period of un- 
bridled lawlessness. The old West was rough, 
but there colonization preceded the law of the 
land. In southern Illinois courts and other 
recognized agencies of government existed, 
but were impotent, seemingly, to cope with the 
state of anarchy created by the gangsters. 

It is necessary to go back several years to 
establish the cause for the conditions that have 
just been ended. Murder came to “Bloody 
Williamson” when one element went outside 
the law in an effort to establish what it con- 
sidered standards of order and decency. The 
klan and antiklan struggle was the beginning 
of a chapter that made life a menace rather 
than a blessing to a wide section of the State. 

Once machine-gun rule had been substituted 
for the courts, peaceable residents had no 
chance. Gangsters from Chicago and New 
York were either imported or drawn by the 
temptation of conditions that suited their code. 
Soon there was no crime with which southern 
Illinois was not familiar. Violations of Fed- 
eral and State statutes were openly practiced. 
The depredations of rival gangs alone served 
to check the progress and prosperity of the 
lawbreakers. 

Representatives of law and order were 
killed with impunity if they sought to inter- 
fere with gangland’s rule. It was for such a 
crime, the murder of the Mayor of West City, 
that Birger and his associates were convicted. 
The leader must pay with his life; his follow- 
ers with life imprisonment. In this case the 
punishment hardly fits the crime. The list 
of dead and those outraged as the result of 
mob rule runs into the scores. No legal sen- 
tence can repair the damage. The authority 
of the law having been reestablished, the task 
for the future is to see that “Bloody, William- 
son”’ is not stained again. 


THREATENED SUBWAY STRIKE. 

New York is threatened with a subway 
strike. Millions of persons have no other 
means of communication between their homes 
and business than the underground systems. 
A shut-down or even diminution in service will 
result in an economic loss hard to estimate, 
but running into millions of dollars for each 
day that the condition exists. No center of 
population such as New York can lose its 
arteries of transportation without acute suf- 
fering on the part of the public. 

The two New York subways are not union- 
ized, in the strict sense of the word. The em- 
ployes have their own organization, termed a 
company union, and are not, as a whole, affil- 
iated with the Amalgamated Association of 
Street and Electric Railway Employes. Offi- 
cers of the latter organization say that the ma- 
jority of the subway workers do, in fact, be- 
long to their body. They demand that this 
union be recognized by the transit officials. 
They insist that a two-year contract for wages, 
signed last year, be abrogated and increased 
pay and shorter hours granted. The com- 
panies have refused to discuss any of these 
demands. 

It is evident that the threat of strike comes 
from without the ranks of the employes them- 
selves. It is believed to be a part of the policy 
of the Amalgamated. to unionize or disrupt the 
New York transportation systems, more par- 
ticularly since it comes so soon after a similar 
and unsuccessful effort to accomplish the same 
end last year. The main issues are whether 
the employers and employes may have their 
chosen medium of contact or accept those of 
an outside body, and whether a legal contract 
shall be honored, 

There is nothing involved in the controversy 
likely to claim public sympathy for the strikers, 
and without such support their efforts are 
doomed to failure. They will, moreover, jeop- 
ardize not only their own cause, but that of 
union labor generally. The domination of in- 
dustry by labor is becoming as much of a 
menace as the workers once considered the 
rule of capital to be. Organized workers can 
not force their theories down the throats of 
those who do not wish to join with them. 
When such efforts occasion public suffering 
the unions not only lose ground but make 
enemies.

New York, July 25.—Price movements 
im today’s stock market were decidedly 
mixed, with gains outnumbering 
losses and the establishment of num- 
erous record highs headed by General 
Motors and United States Steel. The 
feature of the last hour was a rather 
general run up among the carrier 
stocks. Efforts of the bears to start a 
general downward movement were met 
with strong resistance and after each 
set-to most of the stocks affected 
turned up again. 

Easier money continued to exert a 
erful influence in the direction of 
her prices fof stocks. The opening 

was higher, and although the renewal 
rate for call money was 4 per cent, 
reactionary tendencies in the second 
hour were no more pronounced than 
usual. Activity fell off some with the 
halt in the advance, but jt increased 
in the afternoon when prices rallied, 
following the lowering of the call 
money rate to 3% per cent. The stock 
sales approximated 1,700,000 shares. 

General Motors and Steel common 
gave the market a strong tone, espe- 
clally when considerable selling was 
going on in certain quarters. Both 
stoeks sold at their best prices in his- 
tory and stubbornly withstood selling 
at all times. The former touched 
220% and closed at 219%, up 1% net 
on a turnover of 109,800 shares. Steel’s 
new high price was 128% and it closed 
under the top for a net gain of 2%, a 
total of 100,300 shares changing hands. 

The independent steels were active 
and strong, Youngstown gaining 2% 
net; Gulf States, 4; Bethlehem, 2%: 
Republic, 2%; Ludlum, ¥%, and Slose- 
Sheffield, 14,. The market heard gos- 
sip’ of firmer prices for steel products, 
although reliable reviews of the steel

Chicago Firm Will Begin at 
Once Construction on 
$1,077,605 Extensions. 


HOSPITAL’S ACTIVITIES 
WILL BE CONCENTRATED 


Fireproof Buildings Will Elim- 
inate Many Temporary 
War Structures. 


Contract was awarded by the War 
Department yesterday to the Fleisher 
Engineering & Construction Co., Chi- 
cago, for construction of east and west 
wing additions to the main building, 


connecting corridors, and alteration of 
east and west pavilions at Walter Reed 
Hospital, the amount being $1,077,605. 

Buildings will be of fireproof con- 
struction throughout, with reinforced 
concrete frame work, brick walls with 
limestone trimmings and slate roofs, 
and the contractors have agreed to 
start work within ten days and com- 
plete it ready for occupancy within 200 
calendar days thereafter. 

The present administration building 
ie a three-story and basement oblong 
building with one-story and basement 
pavilion on the east and west sides, and 
the new construction will increase the 
height of the pavilions to two stories 
and add a large U-shaped wing to the 
east and west of them. 


Four Stories High. 


The east-wing addition will be four 
stories high and will accommodate ap- 
proximately 188 patients in private 
rooms and small wards, and the west 
wing, on account of the contour of 
the ground, will be three stories high, 
with basement, and will accommodate 
194 patients in wards of varying size. 
The existing pavilions when extended 
and remodeled will contain offices, day 
rooms and solariums. 

With this construction and that now 
nearing completion, Walter Reed Hos- 
pital will have a group of fireproof 
buildings that will make it possible to 
eliminate a great number of the tem- 
porary structures built during the war, 
and concentrate the activities of the 
hospital now scattered over a large 
area. 

This contract will not complete the 
program provided by Congress, but is 
a long step in that direction, and plans 
for the remainder of the work are now 
in process of preparation.

Just then the two women entered 
the bank, and they, too, flourished re- 
volvers. 

“I want all the money you've got,” 
Kirby Dellinger said to his cousin, 
pointing the weapon at his head. 

Meantime, the two women were 
covering A. L. Burkitt, the assistant 
cashier, and Miss Mildred Burkitt, a 
stenographer, who were in a different 
part of the room. 


Scoop Up Money in Sight. 


Dellinger scooped up all the money 
in sight, and then, together with the 
women, walked calmly out of the bank 
and got into the waiting machine. 

Word of the holdup was flashed all 
over Shenandoah County and beyond, 
and soon all roads within a radius of 
50 miles were being blocked. 

Sheriff B. M. Borden, of this town, 
immediately set out to watch the roads 
leading to Wardensville, W. Va., just 
across the State line. Once he spied 
the fugitives, but was outdistanced by 
them. 


Fugitives’ Automobile Found.

LLAMA BORN AT ZOO 
INCREASES HERD 10 8 


Young Male Buffalo From 
South Africa Will Ar- 
rive Soon. 


The birth rate at the Washington 
Zoo was increased yesterday by the 
addition of a baby llama, which makes 
the eighth of a herd that has long at- 
tracted visitors to the park, Dr. Will- 
lam Mann, the superintendent, an- 
nounced yesterday. This brings the 
number of ruminants born at the zoo 
during the past year up to eighteen. 
American bison, buffalo, mountain 
sheep, reindeer, red deer and antelopes 
are included in this figure. 

At the same time, Dr. Mann an- 
nounced that a young male buffalo 
from South Africa soon will arrive here 
to still further increase the total of 
ruminants. The buffalo has just reach- 
the United States and is in quaran- 
tine at Boston. A pair of zebras from 
Africa recently was received. The cat 
family welcomed a new Yaguronda cat, 
to which a special cage has been ac- 
corded. 

In the aviary are to be found several 
recent additions. There is a brilliantly 
plumaged Kadavu parrot and a pair of 
Fijian lace-necked doves. Zoo officials 
regard the parrot as extremely valuable, 
stressing the fact that this is the first 
time one of the Kadavu species has 
ever been seen in Washington. F. D. 
Barstow was the donor of the bird, a 
mate of which died upon arrival in the 
park. Four three-toed sloths, just ar- 
rived, hang by their toes from the 
branches of a small tree, according to 
their sage-old tradition, and appear to 
enjoy America.

* Giri Seen in Case. 


The belief was growing yesterday 
that the Sabbath joyrider was a love- 
struck youngster, who was “showing 
off” for the benefit of some girl. The 
girl, it is believed, lives in an apart- 
ment house in the vicinity of Seven<- 
teenth street and Columbia road. 

The aviator flew between the many 
apartment houses in that neighborhood, 
descending as low as the fifth floor. 
He would swoop down, then zoom up- 
ward while consternation spread among 
the tenants. 

The flier broke two regulations—the 
regulation against low flying and the 
regulation prohibiting stunt flying over 
@ congested area. While he was just 
above the apartment houses he executed 
several loop-the-loops and _ tail-spins, 
thus endangering not only his own life, 
but the lives of those below. 


Flying Regulations Conflict. 


Regarding the minimum altitude at 
which an aviator may fly over the city, 
there is a wide disparity: between that 
specified in the District regulations and 
that specified in the Air Commerce 
Act. The District regulations say that 
a flier must not come lower than 3,000 
feet, while the Federal regulations speci- 
fy 1,000 feet.
